RINEANNA TO 
PROFIT FROM 
FARES DISPUTE 


OMMENTING on the air fares 
4 dispute, the Glasgow Herald 
said this week:—Eire, which has 
ambitions for Shannon airport. and 
no particular interest in rate fixing 
by air lines or governments. is the 
only party likely to benefit perma- 
nently from the Ss over 
Atlantic air fares. n-American 
Airways, having cut their single 
fare in half, in defiance of the 
British Government, are now com- 
pelled to route all but two of their 
seven flights per week to Rineanna 
instead of Hurn. The Government. 
intent presumably on protecting 
British Overseas Airways. which 
continue to operate at the old fares. 
have arrived at a situation towards 
which they have been. drifting ever 
since they took office. The failure 
of the Chicago conference was not 
solely a British failure. but the 
ineptitude of British air diplomacy 


| is entirely responsible for the pre- 


sent dilemma. We have not onlv

Ideology Has 


No Part In 


Russian Foreign Policy 


By RANDOLPH CHURCHILL 


URING the . recent elections, 

British Labour leaders repeatedly 
claimed that one of the advantages 
which Britain would gain By electing 
a Socialist Government would be 
more cordial relations with the 
Soviet Union, who would be sure to 
show more understanding and good- 
will to high-minded Socialists like 
Mr. Attlee and Mr. Bevin than they 
did towards those wicked Tories, 
Mr. Churchill and Mr. Eden. The 
absurdity and hollowness of these 
pretensions have already been 
exposed in the breakdown of the 
London Conference and in the quife 
marked personal animosity which 
was there revealed between Mr. 
Bevin and Mr. Molotov. 3 

If further proof were needed that 
the men in the Kremlin are wholly 
uninfluenced by ideological con- 
sideration in their conduct of 
foreign policy, the state of affairs 
which exists td-day in Finland 
should be noted. “The Finnish poli- 
tical leader with whom the Russians 
have chosen to do business is Mr. 
Paasikivi, a. former banker, and 
leader of the Conservative Party. 
While a widely respected leader of 
the Social Democrats, Mr. Tanner 
is, under Russian pressure, to-day 
standing his trial as a “war 
criminal.” 

'I spent a few hours in Helsinki 
the other day while en route from 
ing owe to Stockholm. I called on 
Mr. Paasikivi, and had a long talk 
with him in his book-lined study. 
Paasikivi will soon be 75; yet he is 
still a man of considerable vigour. 
The main plank in his political 
platform is good relations with the 
Soviet Union and strict fulfilment 
of the Armistice terms. Russia 
has recently extended from six to 
eight years the period in which Fin- 
land must the heavy 


Armistice terms. 


HEAVY BURDEN 


Even so, the tribute which has to 
be paid to Russia is a very heav 
burden for a small country whic 
has fought and lost-two wars in the 
last six years. ' Paasikivi told me 
that in the first ten months of this 
year 63 per cent. of all Finland’s 
exports have gone to pay the 
Russian indemnity. As Finland’s 


decline, but it seems certain 
that, for the next seven years at 
least, one-third of all Finland's 
exports will go without payment to 
Russia. 

Paasikivi has been Prime Minister 
five times. He told me that in his 
banking days he had the reputation 
in London banking circles of being 
one of the only two pessimists in 
Finland.

Good Intentions. By George A: 
Birmingham. Methuen. 7/6 net. 


EORGE A. BIRMINGHAM’S 
twenty-sixth book — according 
to the list inside the fly-leaf—is an 
agreeably preposterous - structure 
upon minute foundations. A small 
girl throws a bottle, containing a 
perfectly innocuous message, into 
the Atlantic from the deck of a 
liner; and, as a result. a distin- 
guished British civil servant is 
almost prosecuted for treason. an 
Irish peasant is almost murdered, 
and a wealthy American is sub- 
jected to a great deal of mcon- 
venience. The connecting link 
between cause and effect is a series 
of Government departments. headed 
by the British censorship, whose 
procedure and activities the author 
delineates with exquisite and loving 
Satire. He makes equally good play

with Americans and their endless 
committees—this story is set in the 
days of American neutrality in the 
war—and his. digs at Ireland are not 
altogether ill-aimed. 


One might make one small 
protest about this: “A certain 
number of these emigrants .... 
took advantage of their arrival in 

ngland to join the army. .... 
Their names were not mentioned 
except in strict privacy by their 
mothers. The battle honours which 
come often to these fighters by 
nature were never boasted of. 
Even the newspapers ignored them.” 
This is in one part untrue. and in 
the other unjust—strangely so, in a 
book which deals so largely with 
censorship. But, taken all round, 
“Good Intentions” is thoroughly 
agreeable holiday reading—light- 
hearted but not light-headed, 


A MAIN characteristic of great 

Victorians was their supreme 
confidence in their own immortality. 
Retiring and diffident some might be 
in their. private relations, but all 
were certain of a sense of mission 
and felt the assurance of divine call. 
Watts was no exception. But, like 
so many others, he had to deviate 
somewhat from his predestined 
groove in order to adapt himself to 
the financial rewards of a commer- 
cial age. It was his ambition to 
paint in the “grand manner,” to 
leave after him a memorial in the 
style of Michelangelo. Instead, he 
attained’ fame as the portraitist of 
his great contemporaries. 


A Feminine Style 


Yet, even as a painter of portraits, 
his merits, though great, were not 
attuned to his age. His style is 
somewhat delicate and feminine. ‘He 
had no comprehension of forces 
other than those of the mind. The 
modern capitalist, industrial leader, 
democratic rolitician, all were a 
closed book to him. His imagery 
was medieval and his decoration 
fanciful. The tremendous reputa- 
tion he had achieved in his later 
years was but slowly gained, and 
then despite the general tendencies 
of public opinion. Often this is a 
merit in an artistic career, but too 
many Victorians turned their backs 
on . their own age and ran 
for the shelter of the middle 
ages, intellectually as well 
as artistically. For Watts the 
rigours of modern life were 
graciously smoothed by a’succession 
of affectionately domineering ladies, 
one of whom even provided him 
with Ellen Terry as a child bride. 

But Mr. Chapman never really 


stresses the salient points of his 
public career nor shows real under- 
standing of his private life. It is, 
however, an interesting ess.’°on 
Victorian art, and shows a vast 
acquaintance with the literature of 
the period. It publishes, for the 
first time, letters exchanged between 
Watts and Ruskin. :

Pruning Fruit 
Bushes - 


By G. O. Sherrard 


EACH of the three bush fruifs— 
black currant, red currant and 
gooseberry—is pruned in a different 
way, as each has its distinctive 
manner of growth. The black 
Currant forms numerous buds on 
the young shoots, a certain number 
on short spurs on the two-year-old 
wood, but very few on wood that 
is older than two years. It is eas 
to verify this by examining a bus 
when the leaves are off. With the 
exception ofthe end buds and some 
of the smaller buds at the base of 
each shoot, every bud contains a 
flower truss, and is thus a potential 
fruit bud. ing is, therefore, 
directed to the production of young 
wood. A hard cutting back to four 
inches or so after planting results 
in the development in the first 
summer of. a number of strong 
young shoots which will crop the 
following year. For the next five 
or six years the bush will produce 
an abundance of young wood if it 
is properly fed and sprayed, and no 
pruning will be necessary. After 
that it becomes overcrowded, and 
its vigour begins to decline. A 
bold thinning-out of about a quar-

RED CURRANTS 


The red currant produces many- 
budded fruit spurs on the older 
parts of the branches, and these 
carry the bulk of the crop. Young 
shoots in the centre of the bush 
would shade and smother them, 
and must, therefore, be removed. 
The pruning of the red currant then 
consists of forming a cup-shaped 
head of _about ten branches by 
hard cutting for two years. Once 
this head is formed, each branch is 
kept spur pruned like a cordon 
apple tree, its laterals all being 
shortened back to an inch in length, 
and the leader tipped. When the 
branches become too far apart, a 
new shoot is left in between them, 
but the centre of the bush must be 
kept open. . 

_ The gooseberry cagries its fruit 
in almost all parts on the youn 
shoots and on the older pase 0 
the bush. A head is first built up

OR three ©-months _ British 
negotiators in -Washington 
were trying to obtain a loan on 
favourable terms by impressing on 
Americans the facts of the food, 
housing and clothing shortages still 
being endured by the British people. 
But they seem to have neglected 
one hardship which, if it had been 
stressed, would have softened the 
hearts of even the stoniest isola- 
tionists. This was that the end of 
lend-lease had also meant the end 
of the B.B.C.’s broadcasts of the 
top American variety stars: Jack 
Bennie, Charlie McCarthy and Bob 
Hope. These shows had been the 
brightest items in the General 
Forces’ programme. Some of them 
were given once a week, some twice 
and some three times, and they 
were eagerly looked forward to, not 
only by members of the British 
Forces, but also by the many civi- 
lians in Britain and Ireland who 
preferred the Forces’ programme. 
Then, with Britain’s return to 
regional broadcasting, and almost 
without warning, Jack. Benny and 
Co. disappeared overnight, and the 
British and Irish listeners were left 
to contemplate a gloomy future, in 
which there seemed no reasonable 
rospect of their return, British 
journals, probably for patriotic 
reasons, chose not to say much 
about this at the time it happened, 
but, had they wanted, they could 
have moved the American people 
to compassion by asking how would 
they like it if Jack Benny, Charlie 
McCarthy and .Bob Hope were 
suddenly taken out of their lives.

A resolution ailing on the 
Government, in view of the Li 
cost of living, to increase the ald 
age pension, particularly in the case 
of people who had no means, and 
to increase the means test from. 
£39 to £52, was unanimously 
at a meeting of the County Councils’ 
Se Council in Dublin yester- 
ay. 

Mr. P. Farrell, Bailieborough, 
said that the old age pension should 
be increased to 15s, a week, and 
the pensions should not be a burden 
on the ratepayers, when local 
authorities had to. supplement the 
pension by way of relief, 

Alderman Jones (Waterford) said 
that the means test should be 
abolished or the figure of £39 
should be raised to £100.

Stating that he had been attached 
to Galway Central Hospital since 
1914, Surgeon O'Malley said that 
the present building was taken over 
in 1922-23. There were then only 
110 beds, surgical and medical, The 
work steadily increased, and a 
couple of years ago they had 190 
surgical cases and about 100 
surgical beds. There were no beds 
for more than half the cases. . 

The top fidor was  surgigal 
altogether, and there were surgical 
patients on the’ middle floor, 
particularly in one ward, on the 
male side. “n the ground floor, in 
the so-called female portion of the 
hospital, there was really no surgical 
floor. There were surgical and 
medical cases in one ward. 


é APPALLING ” 

“The overcrowding here is appal- 
ling,” continued Surgeon O’Malley. 
“I do not think it would be 
tolerated anywhere in the world. If 
you went into the surgical ward at 
night you would see 40 patients 
where there is accommodation for 
about 15, and the stench of 
humanity could not be equalled in 
a doss-house. 

“The medical staff,” he continued, 
“had to step over mattresses on the 
floor in order tp get at patients, It 
was all very difficult. Then, when 
an urgent case came in at night, 


they had to turn a less urgent case 
out of bed and put him on the 
floor, and very often that was a bad 
thing to do,” Joa ty 
* Inspector—Have you ‘any views 
as to the cause of overcrowding? 

Surgeon O’Malley—At one time it 
was thought we were keeping patients 
too long in the hospital, but we 
went into that very carefully and 
found that we were not, and that, 
in comparison with hospitals like 
the Mater, the bed accommodation 
here is less. 


T.B, CASES 
Surgeon O'Malley added that 
they also had to accommodate T.B. 
eases in the Central Hospital. They 
always tried to get the younger sur- 
gical T.B, cases to Cappagh, but it 
was difficult to get beds in Cappagh. 
They had not a lot of adult T.B. 
cases in Galway Central Hospital, 
but they always had two or three, 
Extra beds had been provided in 
the Central Hospital ge Ó] the 
ast couple of years by the County 
anager, but that extra accommo- 
dation. did not relieve overcrowding. 
Continuing’ his evidence, Surgeon 
O'Malley -said ‘that 190 surgical 
cases were far too many for two 
surgeons to look after. He thought 
that another surgeon should be 
appointed. He suggested also that 
the number of probationer nurses 
should be increased. 


STAFF CHANGES 

He had never considered the 
appointment of a senior | resident 
surgeon in the hospita], because he 
did not think it would work. If 
anyone was appointed, he thought 
it should be a junior man to a post 


like ‘surgical registrar. 
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BOY’S DEATH IN INSTITUTION . 


R. J. KILROY (F.F.) asked in 
the Dail yesterday if the atten- 
tion ‘of the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health had 
been called to the report of an 
inquest concerning the death of 
Michael Joseph Dixon, aged 14 
ears, an inmate of St. Joseph’s 
nstitute for the Blind, Drumcondra, 
and if he was aware that allegations 
of ill-treatment of this boy at 
various times previous to his death 
were made, and that, at the end, he 
suffered from lack of timely medical 
treatment, and died without the rites 
of the Church. 

Dr, WARD, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, said “there is no information 
in my Department regarding the 
case other than the statements made 
in the Press reports published on 
November 27th. I am not, there- 
fore, in a position to express my 
opinion on the matters raised in the 
second part of the question.” He 
said that grants were paid to the 
Institution as an approved voluntary 
agency, and in respect of these the 
agency was subject to inspection 
only as regards its premises, records 
and work connected with the welfare 
of the blind. The circumstances of 
the case appeared, he added, to 
warrant a ‘special investigation of 
the services provided in thé institu- 
tion, and this was being arranged. 

Cloth Prices.—The Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, Mr. 
LEMASS, told Alderman A. Byrne 
(Ind.) that he was not aware of 
ahy recent increase in the price of 
clothing which at present was show- 
ing a downward tendency as a 
result of a recent Order reducing 
the maximum margins of profit 
which could be taken by traders.

chemistry lecture theatre of the 
College last night. . 

Professor O'Meara explained the 
chemical reactions involved in the 
growth of bacteria and -how they 
could learn much by their study, 
which, he said, could be applied 
to the increasing of the fertility of 
the soil and the raising of the 
standard of agricultural produce. 
The work carried out in the School 
of Pathology, Trinity College, he 
stated, had enabled the mode of 
action of the sulphonamide and M 
and B group of compounds to be 
elucidated.
